Duties, Neceſrity and Free will, the One muſt ſtill ſubſiſt, & the 
Other may he bound, 

And whereas MAttsTY (as aforeſaid)being PERSON ally 
ſeene, in the hi gheſt Sublimity of heauenly or Earthly $ o ve- 
R AIGNTY, muſt, may and can but ſubſiſt: Looke what Tythbes 
are to God, beſides Oblations, the ſame are Cuſfomes to K IN os 
beſides Aydes and Sub ſidie.

PLES by the ſelteſame ſuffice Commutatizely,i beſides the Sub fi- 
dies of Tonnage and Poundage .

ther to ſee the coherence of Religion and Iaficehow they Gil 
ſo hold together, that where both of them are not, there can
